Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following 
report  of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1936. 

This  is  the  seventy-third  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  the  Con- 
valescent Home  in  Dorchester  and  the  West  Depart- 
ment. The  Convalescent  Home  which  was  operated 
from  1890  to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  West 
Department,  since  its  close  as  United  States  General 
Hospital  No.  10  in  1928,  has  not  been  in  use. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  1, 
1936,  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as 
president  and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  as  secretary. 

In  April,  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  was  reappointed 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30, 
1941. 
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Expenditures. 


The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,167,499.37.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,379,983.23  was  expended  upon  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  .$256,115.26  on  account 
of  the  Out-Patient  Department;  $280,534.41  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $81,316.03  on  account 
of  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $52,336.01  on 
account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  $2,529.56 
for  the  West  Department,  and  $114,684.87  was  spent 
by  the  Works  Projects  Administration  for  purchase 
of  supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  buildings  reno- 
vation. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  $66,490.16,  $63,830.55  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures,  $1,329.81  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  $1,329.80  in  the  South  De- 
partment expenditures.  The  entire  amount  spent  on 
the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $65,856.08  is 
included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  X-ray  and  Photographic  De- 
partment, $84,866.90,  $37,341.44  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $47,525.46  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  De- 
partment of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $24,326.92,  $5,595.19 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $18,001.92  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  and  $729.81  to  the  South 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Immunology,  $6,451.44,  $64.51  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $5,806.30  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $580.63  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  $32,662.95, 
$30,801.16  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,861.79 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research,  $13,674.35, 
$10,255.76  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $3,418.59 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,275.92,  $1,655.18 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $6,620.74  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $36,403.62,  $13,105.30 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $22,934.28  to  the 
Out-Patient  and  $364.04  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the   amount   spent  in   ascertaining  the   settlement 
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of  patients,  $3,023.25,  $2,911.39  was  spent  on  the 
hospital  proper  and  $111.80  on  the  South  Department. 
In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title,  "  Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  excepting 
those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of  $168,867.36.

During  the  year  1936,  separate  contracts  were  awarded 
for  Additions  and  Alterations  to  Power  Plant  at  a  cost 
of  $19,766.53:  For  New  Boiler  and  Piping  and  Auxiliary 
Equipment  in  Power  Plant  at  $43,643.38;  and  for 
Installation  of  New  Electric  Generator  Unit  in  Power 
Plant  at  $34,922.76;  architect's  fees  being  included  in 
these  costs. 

The  contract  for  Erection  and  Completion  of  new 
Surgical  Operating  and  Ward  Building  which  was 
awarded  to  the  Matthew  Cummings  Company  in  Sep- 
tember, 1934,  was  completed  and  accepted  on  April  9, 
1936.  The  cost  of  this  building,  including  architect's 
fees,  was  $1,276,761.15. 

During  December,  1936,  contracts  amounting  to 
$53,714.51  were  awarded  for  Furnishing  and  Installing 
Furniture  and  Equipment  in  this  building.  It  is 
expected  that  all  of  this  equipment  will  be  installed 
during  the  first  few  months  of  the  coming  year,  after 
which  the  opening  of  the  building  will  take  place. 

Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  added  to  the  Hospital 
budget  the  amount  of  $114,684.87  for  the  purchase  of 
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supplies  and  materials  for  emergency  relief  projects, 
the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administration  paying  the 
salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Building  for  Convalescent 

Men. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $30,008.17  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1937, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$130,008.17. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Tyler  is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to 
January  1,  1937,  $886,206.01  has  been  delivered  to  the 
City  Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building,  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
